As an administrator entering 
a new school system, Luz 
Valverde feels it’s her responsi- 
bility to make connections with 
students any way she can. 

As the individual behind 
Andover High School's new 
homework center, the new assis- 
tant principal has already found 
her opportunity. 

“You should be available, or 
accessible, to the kids at any 
time,” said Valverde, who has 
run the homework center, open 
an hour before each school day 
Starts, since classes began on 
Sept. 5. “I’m here early. And if 
you want to get to know kids, 
that’s a way.” 

The homework center is 
housed in a classroom used for 
teaching sign language during 
the school day. Students can 
come in between 6:30 and 7:30 
in the morning to finish their 
assignments before their first 
class begins at 7:45. Students are 
required to either do homework 
or read, and are also given a 
chance to eat breakfast, either by 
bringing their own or by pur- 
chasing food at the cafeteria. 

“It's something the kids can 
take advantage of,” said Valverde 
of the center. “It’s another oppor- 
tunity for the kids to do their 
work.” 

Currently the homework 
staffed only by 

Valverde. While student partici 
pation has been limited thus far, 
Valverde is confident that once 
news spreads and incoming

sort of precedent,” 

He’s hoping “there’s some sort of 
middle ground” on this issue and hopes 
to get a meeting scheduled soon.

“They were very 
receptive to the idea.” 

Diane Costagliola, co-presi- 
dent of Andover’s Parent Advi- 
sory Council, said she was 
impressed by Valverde’s initia- 
tive thus far. 

Acknowledging the “juggling 
that many students face 
while engaged in both classes 
and school sports or an after- 
school job, Costagliola said a 
program like the homework cen- 
ter will help students hone their 
time-management skills. “She’s 
trying to engage kids at all lev- 
she said of Valverde. “They 
really need that sort of support.” 

Valverde both supervises and 
tutors students, depending on 
their needs.

AVALON BAY 


One hurdle left for 
115-unit project

The fight is over. Almost. 

Opponents of an apartment 
complex on River Road won't 
attempt to bring their four-year 
legal battle against the developer 
before the US Supreme Court. 

“We cannot afford to do it, 
although we think there is 
grounds for our case,” said 
Eileen Standerwick, one of six 
neighbors who called themselves 
Protect Andover Zoning. 

The Zoning Board of Appeals 
approved plans for the Avalon 
Bay at St. Clare development in 
2002. The neighbors sued the 
town over that decision, leading 
to a series of appeals in three dif- 
ferent courts. The last ruling 
came in June, when the state 
Supreme Judicial Court ruled in 
Avalon Bay’s favor, 

Neighbors considered taking 
their case to the US Supreme 
Court, but let the appeal deadline 
pass this weekend. 

“We really felt we had a 
strong case, and it’s a shame,” 
said Standerwick, a Quail Run 
resident. 

Avalon Bay plans to build 
115 apartments at 460 River 
Road, on the site of a building 
that once housed members of the 
religious order of the Sisters of 
St. Clare. The town approved the 
project under Chapter 40B, a 
state law that allows developers 
to build high-density housing if 
some of the units are designated 


affordable. Twenty-nine of the 
Avalon Bay apartments will be 
reserved for renters who earn 
less than 80 percent of the area 
median income. 

Protect Andover Zoning 
members argued the large devel- 
opment would diminish their 
property values. They lost their 
first suit in Appeals Court, then 
won an appeal in state Superior 
Court. 

When Avalon Bay appealed, 
the Supreme Judicial Court ruled 
in its favor, saying Chapter 40B 
was meant to limit neighbors’ 
rights to appeal. The ruling could 
stack the deck against 40B oppo 
nents statewide, said Andrew 
Caffrey Jr, the lawyer for Pro 
tect Andover Zoning. 

“Is there any right to appeal 
now, or are all the projects bul 
letproof?” he said. “I’m afraid 
that they are.” 

Despite the neighbors’ deci- 
sion to give up their fight, there 
is still one legal hurdle to cleat 
before Avalon Bay can begin 
construction. 

Town Meeting initially 
allowed Avalon Bay to connec! 
to Tewksbury’s sewer line but 
rescinded that vote in 2003. That 
move prompted a lawsuit b) 
Avalon Bay, and a decision i 
now pending in state Superior 
Court. 

“We can only hope that it 
works out in the town’s favor, 
Standerwick said.

in the palm in your hand,” said 
Appareti. “It allows you to see a 
much larger portion of the heart, 
it offers very complete qualita- 
live assessments, and can even 
quantify the function of the 
heart.” 

Proposed explanations for the 
loss of heart mass during space 
travel have included dehydration 
and heart atrophy caused by 
weightlessness. It could also be 
that two-dimensional echos 
offer information based on 
flawed assumptions. 

“A 3-D echo doesn’t use the 
same assumptions,” said Martin.

Auto insurance work earns 
Tucker a Pioneer award 


State Sen. Sue Tucker’s initiative to provide 
incentives to reduce fraudulent auto insurance 
claims was selected this week as one of five winners 
in the 2006 Pioneer Institute’s Better Government 
Competition, an 


annual competition to spur govern- 
mental improvement. Tucker's proposal was select- 
ed from over 200 entries. 

Tucker (D-Andover) created a plan calling for 
using financial incentives to encourage urban dri- 
vers In communities with very high claim rates to 
advocate for policies and coalitions that would 
reduce fraudulent claims. It works as follows: excel- 
lent drivers that live in communities with personal 
injury claims more than twice the statewide av erage 
will be rewarded if their community reduces its rate 
of claims by at least 25 percent One-quarter of the 
total savings generated by this claim reduction 
would be credited to these drivers on their annual 
auto Insurance bill — half in the first year after the 25 
percent reduction and half in the following year. 

“Because of successful efforts in several cities, 
especially Lawrence, to eliminate millions of dollars 
of fraudulent bodily injury claims, there was an 8.7 
percent rate cut last year,’ Tucker said in a release. 
“In Lawrence alone, the insurance industry saved 
$30 million. But under our current system, 
Lawrence drivers won't see any substantial rate 
relief for four years.”

School Committee member 
David Samuels, I was 
“shocked” to read the Towns- 
man’s account of the Sept. 5 
School Committee meeting con- 
cerning crossing guards for the 
private school. Could Samuels 
have adopted a more divisive 
“us versus them” tone in charac- 
terizing the issue? Perhaps most 


offensive was the condescend- 
ing offer by Samuels and School 
Committee Chairman Tony 
James to give $50 each to kick 
off the collection they suggested 
the parents of students at St. 
Augustine School undertake to 
fund a crossing guard. 

Perhaps Samuels and James 
have forgotten that the parents 
of St. Augustine students are 
members of our community 
who actually fund public educa- 
tion through their property 


taxes, even though they choose 
not to send their children to 
Andover public schools. We are 
fortunate that a number of 
Andover parents do choose to 
send their children to private 
schools, reducing the number of 
public school students and 
allowing Andover to spend 
more per student in its public 
schools. Otherwise, we might be 
scrambling for more than 
$11,000 to pay for a single 
crossing guard.

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St. Augustine School helps keep pressure off publics 


Editor, Townsman: 

Was it chance or a higher power that resulted in 
the Townsman showing Rev. Bill Cleary directing 
traffic on page | while on page 30 two articles 
describe overcrowded classrooms and long bus 
routes? Regardless, the school system and town 
representatives should sit up and take notice given 
their regrettable decision not to provide school 
crossing guards outside of St. Augustine School. 
These two news items are connected and the 
issues affect all residents of Andover — not just 
parents of St. Augustine students. Although the 
money involved represents a huge portion of the 
St. Augustine's operating budget its only a tiny 
fraction of the town school budget — leading one to 
question whether this decision was made for other 
than financial reasons. 

So why should the town be responsible for 
public safety outside of St. Augustine’s? Well 
because it’s outside. Traffic safety on a public 
street is a public issue and the town has never dis- 
criminated (before this) as to where people are 
traveling. Such protection is provided all over 
town and for all types of situations, such as Clown 
Town and Andover Days. Apparently this issue 
has been misclassified from the beginning. This is 
not the case of public money being used to support 
a religious institution. St. Augustine School is not 
seeking for financial assistance for any expense or 
program within its walls. It is simply looking for 
traffic safety on a public street that happens to lie 
in the very center of town impacting both student 
and adults trying to get to work. 

It’s hard to understand how the town is willing 
to jeopardize our children’s safety and create traf- 
fic gridlock while a few blocks away we have 
highly trained police directing “traffic” for road 


repair and tree removal. Has Andover become 
such a bureaucratic place that no one can request 
an officer to take a short break from other “criti- 
cal” duties to ensure that a central traffic artery in 
town is safe and non-congested? While the town 
officials have indicated that they made a mistake 
providing assistance in the past, it is in fact St. 
Augustine that made the mistake for assuming 
responsibility for a public obligation outside of its 
property. 

On a financial basis, all Andover residents have 
a vested interest in the viability of St. Augustine 
and other non-public schools. Simply put it saves 
them money. St. Augustine is part of the town’s 
landscape and has a positive impact on real estate 
values. More importantly, every resident enjoys a 
lower town tax since a significant number of stu- 
dents go to several non-public schools. All resi- 
dents should contemplate the potential increase in 
their real estate taxes should St. Augustine and 
other non-public schools cease to operate. As cited 
in the Townsman articles, the system is already 
stretched and it could not possibly handle addi- 
tional huge numbers of students. Parents of public 
school students should think about the potential 
deterioration in their children’s education if on 
Monday all the other kids showed up at their near- 
est school. Perhaps this is the next step if rational 
thinking does not return to public policy. 

And so the case for providing traffic safety 
makes sense on the basis of appropriate responsi- 
bility and financial prudence. For this reason the 
debate needs to change or cease and the town 
needs to resume its proper responsibilities for traf- 
fic safety — for the benefit of all residents.

Religious school students deserve equal protection 


Editor, Townsman: 

Some 25 years ago, the 
Andover School Committee 
took over responsibility from 
the Andover Police Department 
for the funding, logistics and 
operation of the school buses 
and crossing guards. Most peo- 
ple seem to agree that the provi- 
sion of crossing guards at public 
intersections is a public safety 
issue. Since the School Com- 
mittee assumed responsibility a 
long time ago for the entire 
“transportation” program for the 
schools, this particular public 
safety issue remains the respon- 
sibility of the School Commit- 
tee not the Andover Police 
Department. 

The Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts mandates that all 
cities and towns provide for 
transportation of children to 
their school, whether public or 
private. This directive indicates 


that the state does not consider 
providing transportation to 
school a matter of public fund- 
ing of a private school. The log- 
ical implication is that the provi- 
sion of safe passage for these 
same school children across 
public streets is also not to be 
considered the public funding of 
a private school. 

There is no mandate from the 
State to provide crossing guards 
at any school. Over many years, 
the town of Andover has chosen 
to provide crossing guards at 
schools to assure the safety of 
its children as they cross public 
streets. That decision is an 
admirable one and likely would 
have near unanimous support 
across the town. 

The School Committee made 
a budget decision in the spring 
to selectively eliminate the 
funding for crossing guards at 
two locations near the St. 


Augustine’s School. As the two 
locations are the School Street 
and the Central Street/Chestnut 
Street intersection, clearly the 
decision was not made based on 
the amount of traffic at the two 
sites. These locations are both 
extremely busy crossroads prox- 
imate to the town center. School 
Committee members have pub- 
licly stated that the decision was 
based on the view that the cross- 
ing guards were located near St. 
Augustine’s School and that the 
School Committee should not 
provide that safety service to the 
children on their way to or leav- 
ing from a private Catholic 
school. Based on the precedent 
of the state’s mandate to provide 
transportation for all students to 
school without regard to 
whether public, private or reli- 
gious, the School Committee's 
decision to selectively eliminate

Why mansionization? No rules exist to Stop it 


Editor, Townsman: 

I would like to respond to the question raised by 
the letter (Townsman, Sept. 14) “Mansionization: 
Why doesn’t the town fight for its small homes?” 
Mansionization is not just an Andover issue, but 
also a national issue. The average American home 
increased from 983 square feet in 1950 to 2,349 
square feet in 2004, a 140-percent increase in size. 
In Andover, single-family new homes in the last 
five years averaged more than 3,500 square feet. 
Everything about them is bigger, from the four-car 
garages to the ceiling heights to the professional 
grade appliances. 

What's behind the shift? People with equity 
want to live in communities near the city for a 
shorter commute. They also want a community 
with charming character and a high quality of life. 
Typically, such communities are older and have a 
more established housing stock. People love the 
town and the location, but the housing needs 
improvements. The post-war housing found in 
many Massachusetts suburbs, appears small by 
today’s standards. Households want more bed- 
rooms, larger kitchens and additional family 
rooms. Many older homes are simply bought for 
the lot, razed and replaced. Lexington estimates 


that 50 “tear-downs” happen per year. The trend 
can decimate neighborhoods. Both Lexington and 
Wellesley have attempted to address the issue with 
limited results. Why? One reason is property 
rights. People who have lived in a home for a long 
time have the potential to make a lot of money if 
they decide to sell. Regulating what can be built 
takes away the perceived value. The flip side is 
that mansionization may slowly deteriorate the 
character of the community that once made jt so 
attractive. 

For Andover to curb mansionization, the small 
er, more affordable homes need to be a priority 
and a bylaw that restricts the floor area ratio 
(building square footage as it relates to the lot 
Square footage) needs to be developed and must 
pass at Town Meeting by a two-thirds vote. Both 
Lexington and Wellesley failed at their attempts, 
primarily for the reason stated above. So for now. 
contractors and developers are permitted to dernol- 
ish smaller homes because there is nothing in the 
bylaw that prohibits or regulates it

funding for the crossing guards on public streets 
because they are near a private religious school seems 
to be a violation of equal protection and in conflict with 
the public policy precedent established by our state 
government. 

The School Committee has suggested that St. 
Augustine’s School engage and pay for its own crossing 
guards. Members have expressed their shock and dis- 
may that the parents of St. Augustine’s children are 
unwilling to pay for the safety of their children. 
Although many organizations and families Struggle 
with budgets these days, and St. Augustine’s School is 


no different, the issue here is way beyond the cost of 


crossing guards. The bitterness evident in such remarks 
from some committee members hits closer to the point 
Through its budget decision, the committee is selec- 
tively discriminating against a group of children 
because of their perceived destination. The town gov- 
ernment is indicating to these children that their Safety 
on the public streets is not that important since they are 
from the Catholic school. Can you imagine if the school 
did hire its own crossing guards and directed them to 
refuse safe passage to any child who was not a student 
of St. Augustine's.

Kirby: ‘It’s about connecting’ 


AHS social worker job 
Is now in the budget

WO WEEKS INTO THE SCHOOL YEAR, 32 
teens have already been referred to 
Toni Kirby, Andover High School’s 
new social worker. 

Troubles among the teens vary from eating 
disorders, to thinking about dropping out of 
school, to serious bouts of depression. Guid- 
ance counselors and teachers refer students 
dealing with such issues to Kirby 

Kirby used to work at Andover High when 
her social worker position was funded by a 
grant. But school officials could not find the 
money to add the position to the budget and it 
was cut after the 2002 school year. Now, as 
part of Superintendent of Schools Claudia 
Bach’s “rebuilding” portion of the town’s $55 
million school budget, the $38,400-a-year job 
is back. Having another social worker was an 
idea championed by some parents 

“Its fabulous. It’s a school with about 
2,000 kids in the building so you always need 
another adult in the building,” said Diane ais 
Costagliola, who heads the school’s Parent 
Teacher Organization. “But more than that. 
Toni will help with the kids who are falling 
through the cracks. She was here before and 
we know she is a tremendous asset.”

Although Andover has dominated Dra 
cut over the past three decades, this year’s 
Varsity veterans can still remember the 
sting of last season’s record-shattering (for 
points against) 51-12 loss to the high-pow- 
ered Middies. 

That was no fluke as Dracut went 8-3 
last year, scoring more than 40 points four 
times and over 300 for the season 

Third-year head coach Pat Murphy's 
team 1s off to a similar start this fall, and 
will also enter tonight’s game 2-0 after 
sound non-league thrashings of Arlington 
(24-12) and Winchester (35-13) 

Although 2005 offensive ignitor Jon

Suprenant scored three TDs in the 
Winchester game and ran for more 136 
yards.

Edging Austin

In 1981, when Austin ended its brief 
stay in the MVC, Brian Moriarty, Greg 
Sacco, Kevin Poulsen, Peter Comeau, Bob 
Stabile, Carmen Scarpa, Russ Lewis and 
Tom Wilkins were among those powering 
Andover to a 49-0 romp 

This one — at Austin’s Father Seymore 
Field — was not easy 

The Cougars had a 12-6 lead late in the 
first half before Andover, which scored 
once in each quarter, ran off 20 straight 
points to take a 26-12 advantage in the 
final period 

Stubborn AP battled back with a touch- 
down and two-point conversion late in the 
fourth, and with 38 seconds left in the 
game the Cougars drove to the Andover 
11 yard line before free safety Matt Rayn- 
er preserved the victory by intercepting a 
pass in the end zone on the final play of the 
game 

Austin (1-1) outgained the locals 302 
to 261 in total yards, and had possession of 
the ball for almost 10 more minutes, but 
the Golden Warriors forced five turnovers 
(two interceptions, three fumbles) and did 
not lose the ball once themselves 

Three of those AP giveaways led 
directly to Andover touchdowns 


Austin, which belted North Reading 
32-6 in its opener, tock an early 6-0 lead 
when two-time reigning state scoring 
champ Nathan Sherr and QB Steve 
Boghos hooked up on a 30 yard TD pass 
play in the first quarter 

Sherr, the second superstar back AHS 
has faced in two weeks (Andrew Foote of 
North Andover), did score 14 points (two 
TDs, conversion rush) but was held to just 
57 yards rushing in 21 carries 

He now has 510 career points, includ 
ing all 32 versus North Reading, as he 
shoots for the state record of 575 held by 
Cedric Washington of Holyoke 

Andover retaliated immediately on a 
25 yard sprint by quarterback Mike Pierce 
who ran for 36 yards and threw for 112 in 
his second consecutive Herculean perfor 
mance 

After Boghos pitched another touch 
down pass in the second quarter — this one 
a SiX-yarder to Matt Bouvier — AHS again

Rules protect American freedom 


Do you ever change the rules of a game or debate 
them with your friends? That happens with our 


nation’s rules, too 


The Constitution is the rule book for how Ameri- 


cans govern themselves. People demanded changes 
before the Constitution was even adopted in 1788. The f, 
first changes were approved by Congress in 1789 


and adopted by the states in 1791. 


Those ten amendments, known as the Bill of 


Rights, protect basic freedoms 


American colonists had fought hard to win their 
freedom They didn’t want to lose their newly-won 


rights. They believed rules on a piece of paper could 


protect them. 


Since then, the Constitution has been amended 17 
times. The last change was 14 years ago 


The Bill of Right 


The first four amendments outline rights and 
responsibilities for citizens. These include freedom of 


speech and religion, the need for militias and right to James Madison is called the father of the Bill of Rights. He 


bear arms. There are safeguards for private property. 
The next three amendments describe the rights of 
those accused of crimes. They guarantee a jury trial in 


civil lawsuits. 


The Ninth Amendment says rights cannot be de- 
nied just because the Constitution doesn’t list them. 

The Tenth Amendment grants states all powers not 
specifically given to the federal government. 


Other Amendments 


The 13th Amendment abolished slavery. The 15th 
guaranteed former slaves the right to vote. 

The 16th Amendment created the federal income tax. 
The 17th said Senators would be elected by a vote of 
the people. (Before that, states determined how their 
senators would be selected.) Both were ratified in 1913. 
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introduced the first set of amendments to the Constitution 
in Congress. He later became our fourth president 


The 18th Amendment, called Prohibition, banned 
alcoholic beverages. It was ratified in 1919. Prohibi- 
tion was repealed by the 21st Amendment in 1933. 

Women won the right to vote in 1920 with the 19th 


Amendment. This was called suffrage. 
After Franklin Roosevelt served four terms, the 22nd 
Amendment limited a president to two terms. 


The 24th Amendment, ratified in 1964, abolished 
poll taxes. Some states had used such taxes to deny 
blacks the right to vote. 

Congress passed the 25th Amendment two years 
after the assassination of President Kennedy. It clari- 
fied who would take over when a president died. It 


also defined how to replace a vice president. 
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The 26th Amendment lowered the voting age from

its own pay. That amendment, introduced by James 
Madison, took 203 years for approval.
